As a result, 
he was put in plain clothes, 
a detective division was 
started by the Village Board 
and he was put in, charge of 
it.

waters in the area. This study 
should cheek the kinds of fish 
in the lakes, their number 
and rate .. of growth. The 
findings of this survey would 
be compared to a similar one 
made in 1055. This would 
pinpoint the changes which 
may have occurred in be- 
tween times and steps could 
be taken to correct them. 
The Club feels this program 
is long overdue and Immedi- 
ate action is indicated to ar- 
rest a deteriorating condi- 
tion.
